The following is the translation of a message cf the Mikado to 
the nobles, giving permission to them to take the female members 
of their families abroad :— : 


“ We are of opinion that the reputation for civilisation, wealth 
and strength possessed by the countries of the globe arises from 
nothing else than the power of industry and perseverance which 
characterise their ant ye Hg ; and the reason why the popula- 
tions develop their knowledge, polish their talents, and give effect 
to their power of industry and perseverance, is that each in- 
dividual does his best as a member of the nation. We have 
lately changed our ancient system and desire to run equally 
in the race with other countries. How can we hope to 
succeed unless the whole population unanimously exert to 
the full its power of industry and perseverance ? The nobles ia 
particular occupying, as they do, an honourable and im- 
portant position and bares the object of the observation 
of the whole people, are looked upon as models of action. 
Is it possible to dispense with an extraordinary degree of industry 
and perseverance on their part, such as will fit them to be the 
leaders in animating the people? Their responsibilities are in- 
deed grave, In order to secure the result of industry and per- 
severance, nothing else is necessary but to develop knowledge 
and to polish the talents. In order to develop knowledge and 
polish the talents, nothing else is required but to fix the eyes upon 
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the aspect of the civilisation of the world, to cultivate pursuits of 
actual utility, to go abroad for purposes of study iu foreign coun- 
tries, and to learn practically. It may suffice for those whose 
advanced age precludes their being able to remain and study, to 
make a tour abroad, to widen their circle of knowledge by seeing 
and hearing, and thus to improve thelr understanding. 

“Tn nomecqueuce, too, of the want of a system of female educsa- 
tion in our country, many women ure deficient in intelligence. 
Besides, the edueatiqn of children is a thing which is connected 
intimately with the instruction of their mothers, and is really a 
matter of. the most absolute importance. ‘There is, therefore, of 
course, not the slightest objection to those who go abroad taking 
their wives, daughters, or sisters with them, so that they may 
learn that the instruction of females in foreign countries has a 
good foundation, and may become acquainted with the right system 
of educating children. If you will, all of you, really give your 
attention to this question and exert your powers of industry and 
perseverance, there will be no difficulty for us in advancing in 
the region of civilisation, in laying the foundation of wealth and 
strength, and in running equally in the race with the other coun- 
tries of the world. Do you therefore take well to heart our 
wishes, each of you do his bat and assist us in gaining the object 
gf our hopes.” 

" Eight new fire-engines have arrived from the well-known house 

of Shand and Mason, imported under the order of Mr. Thomas 
Davis for the Japanese Government. Each engine is intended to 
be worked by twenty-two men and is supplied with eighty feet of 
leather hose, and 500 feet of canvas hose. The engines looked well, 
their numbers being painted in gold Japanese characters on the 
side, and were otherwise neatly got up with lamps, buckets, &c., 
also a helmet and trumpets for the head fire men. After they had 
been inspected by the head of the Japanese fire department, who 
minutely examined each, one was takenandtried in the Saibansho 
Qourt-yard, and made capital practice, throwing a heavy stream 
102 feet horizontally. 

We learn that the communication from the Japanese Govern- 
ment to the foreign representatives respecting the export of rice 
is couched in the following terms :— Leaving the prohibition 

inst the export of rice as it exists, it is intended henceforward, 
when there is a surplus in the country, as circumstances may 
demand, that some of the rice stored by the Board of Finance 
shall be sold at the open ports by public tender to Japanese 
and foreigners for exportation. The date for sending tenders will 
be notified on each occasion at the open ports. Oncertain occa- 
sions the Government may export on its own account.” 
, There is no other news of importance from this port. 











HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

The Pacific mail brings dates from these ports to the 18th 
January. The Pacific mail from New York Nov. 20 arrived out 
on the Ist, and the French mail from London Nov. 24 on the 
17th Jan. ; telegrams from London to Jan. 13 had been received. 
The following items of intelligence are from the Hiogo News:— 

The guard-houses which have for so long dotted the outskirts 
of the concession and native town are tenantless at last. The 
abolition of these grievances began at Kanagawa—of which the 
present Chiji is, we believe, a man of enlightened and advanced 
views—and has since extended both to Hiogo and Osaka. There 
ean be no doubt that if Treaty arrangements had been con- 
scientiously carried out they would never have had any existence 
at all, for very little trouble had to be taken by even the most 
careless inquirer, in order for him to be satisfied that the only 
resson of their existence was to put pressure in the shape of a 
tax on those who returned from Kobe carrying purchases made 
from foreigners, which was a clear and unmistakable infringe- 
ment of Treaty rights. 

There has been quite a revolution on a small scale, in the local 
Government of Osaka, all the upper officials having retired. The 
late Chiji, Mr. Yotsusuji, the late Daisanji, Mr. Iwashita, and the 
late Gon-daisanji, Mr. Mori, are all summoned to Yedo ; the late 
Bhosanji, Mr. Doi, alone of the higher officers remaining in 
Osaka. It is said that there is to be no new Chiji appointed. The 
new Gonchiji, or Governor, is Mr, Watanabi, formerly Daisanji, and 
Mr. Fujimura, late Shosanji of Kioto-fu, is the new Sanji or Vice- 
Governor. The other appointments of the higher grades have not 
yet been filled up. 

We hear that nearly all the telegraph posts between Hiogo and 
Simonosaki have been erected, and that the completion of ihe line 
will be pushed forward as rapidly as circumstances will permit. 
Itishighly probable, therefore, that before the first year commenced 
has reached its meridian the line will be completed between Hiogo 
and Nagasaki, thus connecting the scttlement with the telegraphic 
system of the world. 

There has b-en launched at Hiogo the Jarge=t steamer yet built 
at the port. She has been namedthe Jamai Yoshi Maru, and her 
dimensions are as follows :—Length all over 125 feet ; length of 
keel 116 feet ; beam 18 feet ; depth of hold 7 fect 6 inches ; ton- 
nage 160 tons. She is a twin screw, and her engines, which were 
made in England to order, are double, high pressure, and fifty H.P.

For the first time since the port was opened, Osaka owns a club 
of its own. The new institution, which is to be opened on New 
Year’s Day, is located in the house lately in the occupation of 
Messrs. Adrian and Co., No. 16, Foreign Concession. The Club 
contains a well lighted billiard-room, some forty-four feet by 
twenty, a comfortable reading room, and other conveniences. 

Lot six of the Foreign Concession at Hiogo has been sold by 
auction. The lot and buildings, which are centrally situated on 
the Bund, were knocked down to Messrs. Lehmann, Hartmann, 
and Co. for the sum of Mex. $18,000. This is, we believe, some- 
thing under the original cost, and shows a depreciation in the 
value of real estate. 


NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Naaasagl, Jan. 15, 1872, vta Saw FraNcrsco. 

My last usual monthly letter was despatched on the 165th ult. ; 
since then the following mails have been delivered here, viz., 
27th October, 3rd, 10th, and 17th November—the latter yester- 
day morning, fifty eight days from London. ; 

The interval has been marked by fresh deportations of native 
Christians from the villages in the vicinity of the entrance to 
this port, but so sectatly bas it been done that reports appear to 
have reached Hiogo before any became public here. It is beyond 
doubt that some people have been removed, but the numbers 
stated range from sixty up to as high as 300, and the whole of 
them aremen. In my first letter to you, despatched exactly two 
years ago, I had to convey similar intelligence to what this letter 
contains. At that time I was enabled to collect reliable and mi- 
nute information regarding what was taking place, but at the 
present time everything is enveloped in deep mystery, or I should 

ave written to you at once had f been able to give you particu- 
lars concerning the present raid. The missionaries here have 
been asked, but they are very guarded in their statements, and 
say that the publication of details, while not serving those already 
persecuted, would, in all probability, lead to more being suspected 
and becoming victims. Two years ago I could understand the 
Japanese authorities committing any barbarity, but at the pre- 
sent time such acts are incomprehensible, and are 80 contradictory 
to their recent policy in worldly matters. 

It has been surmised by some that the deportation has a more 
political than a religious object, and that it is done with the view 
of colonising the island of Yesso ; but, owing to its being carried 
out in such a paternal and secret manner, it has led to rumours 
getting afloat that it is a crusadeagainst the Cross. This version 
may be the correct one, but one impossible to either contradict or 
confirm. As the Japanese Mission is likely to visit England 
shortly, they will ee be able to furnish the British Govern- 
ment with particulars of their actions, in order that the Foreign 
Minister in his turn may be able to give some satisfaction to any 
member of Parliament who might, in the interest of humanity, 
be led to ask what is the meaning of them. The red-hot Catho- 
lic journal of this place, the Nagasaki Gazette, has a furious ar- 
ticle on the question ; there is so much exaggeration in it, I do 
not send you clippings. 

Of general news there is again but little to give. A cattle 
mania has been the prevailing topic here, and the natives have 
been purchasing and reselling amongst themselves at prices so 
absurd as to cause considerable doubts to exist as to whether the 
whole affair was not greatly exaggerated. By this steamer you 
will receive a Nagasaki Express giving a few particulars relatin 
to it, which in some of the items is below the actual prices paid. 
In one instance as high as $800 was offered and refused for a very 
fine English pig, but nothing equal, I should imagine, to those tak- 
ing prizes in England. After rapidly runuing its course and being 
the means of causing larze importations, prices have declined 
very cousiderably, and will leave a very lieavy loss to the foreign 
importers, who will have either to ho!d them and incur very 
heavy expenses for food, &c., or sell them to the Japanese for 
what they will realise. It is said that cattle is to be bred in 
Japan in future, and hence the excited demand which has been 
caused by speculators, who will now be able to purchase at their 
own prices and make foreigners pay for the excitement.

SHANGHAI, 

Dates extend to the 2nd February; the French mail from 
London Dec. 8 arrived out Jan. 26. The following summary is 
from the Worth China Herald :— 

We are glad to learn that the port of Kiungchow in Hainan 
is to be opened to foreign trade. It was declared open by the 
treaties of Tientsin, but never been claimed. Why this port 
has remained closed is not clear. Perhaps no one merchant has 
ever pressed his claim to settle there with sufficient energy, or 

rhaps our economical Government has shied at the cost of a 
and Consul’s salary. At last, however, the hesitation seems 
to have away, and there is every probability that Kiung- 
chow will be opened in the spring. 

In rather remarkable contrast to the rumours which our Tien- 
tsin correspondent has lately quoted of Imperialist reverses in 
Kansuh, the Peking Gazette of Dec. 20 describes a series of im- 
portant victories. Which are we to believe ? The places named 
are not marked on any map to which we have had access, so it is 
impossible to fix the exact scene of action. The only means of 
determining it approximately is the mention of the River Tao, 
which takes its rise in the southern extremity of Kansuh, at the 
foot of the Peh-ling range, and falls into the Yellow River at 
lanchow. The probability is that the places referred to are in 
the south of the Yo Spars on the borders of Koko-nor. 

Chung-how and his suite arrived on the 26th Jan., by the Mes- 
sageries steamer pcre He has since paid official visits to 
the foreign Consuls and the Commissioner of Customs. 

The prospectus is published of a “Shanghai and Pootung 
Foundry and Engineering Company.’” The mpegs by formed, 
with a capital of Tls. 100,000 in 1,000 shares, to take over the 
business established by Mr. David Muirhead, and its directorate 
represents four large steamship interests. 

e Woosung bar again! ‘The steamer Malacca, which left on 
the 24th Jan., was unable to cross, and. had to return to port and 
discharge-a portion of her cargo. She then succeeded in getting 
over, on.the-26th. In order to be able to get over the bar on the 
top of high water, the present mail steamer had to leave at 4 p.m. 
on the lst Feb., and passengers and cargo had to follow. In con- 
sequence of the disreputable condition of this bar, the trade of 
the port is being seriously inconvenienced. It is high time the 
Chinese authorities did something ; the harbour dues are care- 
fully and punctually collected, and it is both just and necessary 
that out of this fund the-approaches to the harbour and all con- 
nected with it should be kept in-order.. - 

In monopolies, the axe has been laid to the root of. the tree ; 
the establishment of a company to run boats on the Yangteze is 
an acknowledged fact, and the million are about to derive advan- 
tages. For those immediately interested in the companies the 
position is at present uncertain ; a fight will cost all so concerned 
much, but it seems to us that by avoiding war the companies 
may retain and secure a profitable trade, and the public a reason- 
able rate of freight. There are other monopolies which await the 
axe—not the least prominent, the Gas Company. ‘This ought to 
be in the hands of the Municipal Council, which, instead of 
paying upwards of Tls. 10,000 per annum, would both light the 
place and derive a profit of considerable amount to go towards 
reduction of taxes. 

The Chinese giant, Chang, continues to attract no slight curiosity 
alike from natives and foreigners. On the 30th Jan. he paid the 
Oriental Bank a visit, and a considerable crowd gathered in front 
of the building to obtain a sight of him, the numbers being con- 
stantly augmented by new arrivals, till a policeman found it 
necessary to require the Chinese portion to move on and not 
obstruct the side-walk. Chang’s exit was delayed, and expecta. 
tion satisfied itself for a few minutes with affecting to mistake 
for the giant several prominent members of the community, as 
they came out. Ina short time Chang’s tall figure really emerged 
and the crowd were awed into silent observation as he walke 
away—the impression left by his appearance being that he was 
every inch a giant. Chang was dressed in pin costume, in- 
cluding a “ bell-topper,”’ and was accompanied by his foreign wife 
and a foreign-dressed Chinawoman. None of the party took any 
notice of the curiosity excited by their presence. 

The annual meeting of subscribers to the British Church estab- 
lishment was held at the British Consulate on the 29th Jan. The 
accounts, showing a balance of debt on the Church of Ts, 2,487.62, 
and on the parsonage of Tls. 2,441.64, were passed: A resolution 
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year, for the purpose of wiping off the former amiount, was car- 
ried. Messrs. J. Dent and A. A. Krauss were elected trustees, 
and Mr. F. R. Gamwell treasurer for the present year, and'a vote 
of thanks was given to the subscribers to the Hobson memorial 
window. ; 

Falls of snow occurred here more or less heavily from the 23rd 
to the 29th Jan. A heavy fall on the 31st put a stop to the 
usual weekly paper hunt. The snow did not, however, remain 
long on the ground, and all trace of it is now gone. 

A Chinkiang correspondent writes on the 22nd Jan. :—The rice 
export continues unabated ; the river is full of craft loading for 
the South. Another attempt is to be made to moor the hulks on 
the south side of the river; but rumour says a wharf is again 
talked of—and no place wants one more. 

The Tientsin correspondent of the North China Daily News 
writes :—The people are dying in great numbers daily. A brother 
of one of my servants saw two people breaking open a child’s 
coffin on the plain. This could pip 4 be for the clothes on it. 
He supposed they were going to eat the body. The authorities 
say, when speaking of the starving people, “ there are too many 
people ;” meaning too many to be fed by them, and it is impos- 
sible to avoid their dying of hunger.” ;

Anticipating the publication of the Customs Gazette for the 
last quarter of 1871, which will include returns from all the 
Treaty ports, the Commissioner has issued a separate pamphlet 
er Bs e statistics of trade at Shanghai for the paciod. ere 
is nothing either very interesting or very important in bare com- 
parisons of figures for corresponding intervals of time in succes- 
sive years, nor from such comparisons can any valuable inferences 
be drawn as to the increase or decadence of trade. The falling 
off or increase at one place may be more than balanced. by an 
increase or falling off at some place in the immediate neighbour- 
hood—Chinkiang or Ningpo, for example, if we were considering 
Shanghai alone. Then, again, a flood or a drought somewhere in 
the consuming or producing districts, fed by or feeding. a. port, will 
cause a temporary stagnation, which is no index at ali to altered 
capacities in the port ; or apprehension of political trouble at no 
distant date will stimulate trade temporarily, being followed, of 
course, by a corresponding reaction. An instance of this occurred 
at Tientsin shortly after the massacre. The Chinese .for some 
months} believed implicitly that war would be declared by one 
or several of the Western Powers, and that trade at the northern 
ports would be soon seriously interrupted. Accordingly during 
the six months following the massacre the native merchants im- 
ported most freely, trusting to get the goods into the interior before 
difficulties of transport should arise. So at Chefoo, in the third 
quarter of 1870 the dealers in foreign goods bouzht far in excess 
of their actual requirements, expecting (and-no doubt devoutly 
hoping) that troubles at Tientsin would compel purchasers from 
the interior to resort to Chefoo, instead of to the more northern 
port. Thus the figures were temporarily inflated, but it is to be 
remarked that for many months the impression of impending 
war remained so vivid that large consignments of foreign goods 
continued to be daily sent into the interior from Chefoo. But it is 
both interesting and important to institute comparisons between 
two periods of considerable length separated by a long/interval, 
Looking back to an old volume of returns .I find that in 1861 
the total value of the import and export trade of Shanghai was 
£22,853,537 ; namely, imports £10,403,972 ; opium $3,742,622 ; 
exports £8,706;943,: No return has yet been made for 1871, but 
by a little calculation we can make an approach to what it will be. 
The total of duties, exclusiveof tonnage dues, collected during the 
year by the foreign Customs was Hong Kong Tis. 3,119,361, or 
£1,039,787, and estimating the duties at 5 per cent. ad valorem all 
round, we arrive at arough guess of £20,795,740 for the total value 
of foreign trade here for 1871. But a falling off to the amount of 
the difference would be most unfairly assumed, inasmuch as in 
1861 a large proportion of what now Boos direct to Ningpo came 
first to Shanghai, while the trade of Chinkiang, such as it was, was 
altogether absorbed by Shanghai. At any rate, a trade of 20} mil- 
lions sterling per annum with Shanghai alone is not to be despised 
and the great share of it which passes through British hands, an 
especially which comes from or goes to British possessions, entitles 
us, we think here, to a little more consideration than Her 
Majesty’s Government seems inclined to accord to us. I have 
not the figures for Shanghai alone, but, putting all the ports 
together, the total value of the Chinese foreign trade during 1570 
was Hong Kong Tls, 131 millions. out of which there was imported 
from and exported to Great Britain and British possessions pr-duce 
to the value of Hong Kong Tls. 116} millions, or, to put the matter 
more plainly, British possessions took whatever benefit was to be 
taken from almost eighty-nine out of every hundred parts into 
which the grand total of foreign trade in China can be divided, 

It is curious to observe that in spite of the preponderance of 
British interests, American ways of living, eating, drinking, and 


even talking, are in the ascendant. Perhaps it is because Cousin 
Jonathan knows better than we do how to get the greatest 
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amount of living out of an assigned period of life. A few years 
o Shanghai was like a slice of mland transported to the 
t; now, as I have said, it is more like a slice of Yankee-land. 
The daily papers are supplemented by “ Expresses ” flying about 
the settlement at all hours of the day, and announcing startling 
novelties in ladies’ costume, lost dogs and bank notes, or oysters 
freahly arrived from Ningpo or Japan. Our quiet life is thus 
transformed into a perpetual hurry. American stoves have su 
lanted lish fire-places ; the American game of billi 
fas almost choked out the good, old-fashioned three ball game ; 
« cocktails” reign supreme at the bar and at the side-board ; and 
those gifted witha curious talent for swearing import their expletives 
from New York and San Francisco. The surmise is not altogether 
to be scouted that some of this superabundance of the American 
element is due to the fact that our only very great local enter- 
prise, the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company, is almost alto- 
ther “engineered” by Americans. What amount of prepon- 
lerance the German element will eventually assume remains to 
be seen; but it is quite certain that the Teutonic part of the 
community is every year rising in importance. Germans work 
cheaper than Englishmen or Americans can or will, and the know- 
ledge of this is not Jost on the Chinese. 

re the end of last year there was, without exaggeration, an 
average of one lottery establishment in every street of the set- 
tlement. Theoretically objectionable, it so happened that no in- 
stance of fraud by Chinese in foreign employ, perpetrated with a 
tiew to gambling at these establishments, was brought to light. 
But as the occurrence of such an event was only a question of 
time, and as the local Chinese authorities, on principle, objected 
to any enterprise of the kind from which they could not derive a 
squeeze, the Municipal Council and the mandarins for once 
agreed upon a course of action, and at their separate instance the 
Board of Consols decided upon putting down everything in the 
shape of a lottery that the police could lay their hands upon. 
Hence, many trials before the Oourts, many protests, much ill 
feeling, and, I fear, much ruin among the owners (chiefly Macao 
Portuguese) of the lottery shops. Now that these outlets for 

mbling are closed the Manila Government will reap o great 

arvest, for its agency remains untouched, and gamble the Chinese 
will, whatever obstacles are thrown in their way. 

The attempt to represent selections from Shakespeare on the 
Shanghai stage, to which I alluded in my last letter, was fairly 
successful, and we may bore that. encouraged by its reception, 
our local amateurs will make further and stronger efforts to ac- 
climatise the legitimate drama. I mention this theatrical matter, 
not that I suppose it will very deeply interest your readers, but 
merely to aid them in realising the present appearance of the 
changing picture of Shanghai life.

By the Ocean Company's steamer Sarpedon we note the arrival 
of a score of constables from the Edinburgh police, a corps which 
is acknowledged to be second only to the Irish Constabulary in 
discipline and efficiency. They are a fine, healthy, and stalwart 
body of men, and appear to be very fair specimens of the corps 
from which they have been selected. One of them appeared in 
the far-famed “garb of Old Gaul,” and was an object of general 
remark and the greatest curiosity among the Celestial crowds who 
witnessed the landing and parade of the new contingent. 

The Chinese authorities are taking stringent precautions to pre- 
vent the abduction of coolies to Macao. The steamer Feiloon is 
employed in overhauling all passage-boats leaving Canton for that 
place, and spies are at work. it is said, to discover the haunts of 
the coolie-brokers, who are supposed to decoy away a large number 
of victims from all parts of the province. 

We are glad to learn that the services of Mr. Agostinho Guil- 
herme Romano, Portuguese Vice-Consul in this colony, have been 
apprecieted by his Sovereign, who has just made him a knight of 
the Order of Christ.

PHILIPPINES. 
—0-- 
MANILA. 
The following account of the military insurrection, which was 
reported by telegram a month since, is from the Daily Press :— 


Manila was thrown into a great state of alarm and excitement 
in consequence of a serious outbreak among the natives, who 
suddenly rose up and took possession of the Cavite Arsenal and 
Fort, killing several of the Spaniards. But for the prompt 
manner in which the govornor acted, the affair would have as- 
sumed most serious dimensions. It is said that a secret society 
has been formed, having for its object the entire expulsion of 
foreigners. Some thirty to forty people occupying good positions 
are in custody. The governor, on receiving the information, im- 
mediately went to the barracks, and ordered the native soldiers to 
march at once, and by this prompt action he gave thom no time 
to set about doing otherwise. The rebels held Cavite from Satur- 
day night until Monday morning, having full chirge of the 
guns, stores, and in fact everything. The governor's orders were to 
shoot everyone they came across, and some two hundred were 
despatched, not, however, before they had killed twenty-nine 
Spaniards. A batch of thirty to forty are to be shot this morning. 
Ou Sunday morning the town presented quite a martial appear- 
ance, the troops passing to and fro in all directions, and on Mo \- 
day there was a very uneasy feeling among the people. A cry of 
fire was raised, and crowds rushed about in all directions, but the 
alarm turned out to be false. After the arrest of the more im- 
portant rioters, and the return of the troops, on Tuesday matters 
quieted down again, and we are now going on as usual. One bad 
sign is that several priests are mixed up in the affair, but the 
Governor is not the man to be overruled by priests or any one 
else. One of them went to him on Tuesday, asking him to spare 
the prisoners who had been brought in. His answer was :—“I 
know my business ; you go and attend to yours. I shall shoot the 
rebels ; you can pray for their souls.” 

We have been favoured with the following translation of the 
official announcement concerning the above event, which appears 
in the Manila papers :— 

ORDER OF THR DAY. 
; : Manila, Jan. 22, 1872. 

Soldiers and Sailors,—During the night of the 20th inst., some 
individuals of the battalion of ine Infantry in charge of the 
arsenal of Cavite, uniting with the small detachment of artillery- 
men in charge of the Fort of St. Philip, and some sailors—whose 
combined strength barely reached two hundred men—relying on 
the strength of their positions, gave the of rebellion against 
Spain, assassinated the Commandant of the fort, wounded his 
wife, and killed several unprotected officers. 

The flag of the rebels did not fly over that fort more than the 
precise time necessary for organising the columns of attack, 
which, commanded by the brave General Espinar, Lieut.-Governor 
of these islands and efficiently aided by the naval forces under 
the command of Captain Manuel Carballo, acting admiral of the 
station, with heroic valour took the fort by assault this morning 
at six o'clock, bayoneting every insurgent found defending it. 
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In the short time that this severe combat lasted you have given 
me another proof of your valour, of your discipline, and of your 
love for Spain. I am highly satisfied with you, and in the name 
of the King and of the Spanish nation I thank you.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates by this mail are to the 15th Feb. The P. and O. mail 
of the 12th Jan. arrived on the 13th Feb. The following sum- 
mary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

The Chinese Now Year festivities, which began on the 9th Feb., 
and will last for a fortnight, are being kept by the Chinese com- 
munity in the usual manner, the princi feature that presents 
iteelf to Europeans being the roar of crackers, street wayangs, 
and an almost total cessation of business. The season is, how- 
ever, passing off more quietly than usual, and no event worthy 
of note has occurred in connection with it. Even the robberies 
and larcenies usually so common on the approach of and during 
the new year are less frequent this year, and appesrances indi- 
cate, if not a better state of feeling among the lower classes 
of Chinese. at least more regard for law and order than they have 
- hitherto shown. 

The arrivals via the Suez Canal have been the Glaucus from 
Liverpool, and the Buena Ventura from Liverpool, via Cadiz and 
Barcelona, both on the 2nd inst. The departures homeward have 
been the Patroclus, on the 9th, and Coringa on the 12th, both 
for London. 

The question of the colonial steamers appears about to be re- 
opened, if we may judge from the report of the surveyors who 
have recently examined the Pluto’s hull, boilers, and machinery, 
according to which she is in a deplorable state, and requires very 
extensive repairs and new boilers. It was stated when she first 
arrived that she had been flimsily constructed, but it would 
appear, also, that she has not been used with regard to economy, 
or to anything else save the whims of the Executive, and that she 
has been literally worn out in constant and for the most part un- 
necessary labour. Never was a steamer so belaboured as 4 been 
this one, and yet it is difficult to conceive what really good 
service she has performed. The wanton extravagance that has 
characterised the local Government, both in the purchase and in 
the use of its steamers, is a matter that calls for some more 
decided protest than has hitherto been made by the public, whose 
money is thus being spent to no advantage. 

The appointment of Mr. Campbell, Inspector-general of Police 
at Ceylon, as Acting Lieutenant-governor of Pe during the 
absence on leave of Colonel Anson, has occasioned dissatisfaction 
in that Settlement, not through any objection to that gentleman 
personally—of whom they know comparatively nothing—but be- 
cause the S| gener entails the loss of the services of Mr. A. 
N. Birch, who now fills the office, and who has shown himeelf 
eminently fitted for the position, and winning highest esteem 
from all by the able, energetic, and courteous manner in which he 
has discharged his duties. His removal will be a loss to the 
colony not easily repaired. The dissatisfaction at Penang with 
the administration of the affairs of the colony is more general 
than we have hitherto been willing to believe. 

The case of the colonial steamer Pluto is a very serious one, 
and should attract the attention of the public more than it ap- 

rs to do. Here is a new steamer, especially selected for ite 
Feness for our requirements by the Colonial-office, “ bust up” in 
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less than a year and a half. Here is a new vessel, costing the 
colony between eighty and a hundred thousand dollars, not 
eighteen months ago, in want of new boilers and heavy repairs, 
if we are to believe the mildest report which reaches us. I[¢ will 
be the duty of the unofficial members of the Legislative Council 
to inquire into this important subject when “Sir Harry Ord 
comes back,” and the inquiry they should institute should not 
only show the treatment the vessel has received at the hands of 
the Executive, but io what manner the result might have been 
avoided or at least postponed.

The objections raised by the London and China Express against 
the construction of the Singapore Railway by the Government 
have not hit the true ground upon which the merchants here 
oppose the undertaking. Neither does the letter of “ A Singapore 
Merchant,” in that paper, represent the views of the mga 4 or 
even a large proportion, of the merchants of this place. There 
is no reason why the Government should not be able to con- 
struct the line as cheaply and as well as private enterprise 
could do it, especially here, where it has control of such a 
body of convict labourers. But barring the misappropria- 
tion of the money required, the great fear is, that its 
ment in Government hands will not be as satisfactory as it would 
be if worked by a joint-stock company ; and the fear is greatly 
strengthened by the manner in which many of the Government 
appointments are made and its departments managed. Having 
no direct interest in an economical and at the same time tho- 
roughly satisfactory administration of the traffic, there is strong 
reason to apprehend that it will not brags AL much more costl 
than in private hands, but, as it must derive its support mainly 
from the merchandise it conveys, the cost of that m 
will, of course, be thereby advanced.

demand for manufactures generally, but as dealers were barely supplied, 
a good inquiry was expected when the Chinese holidays should be 
finished.

At the close trade was 
comparatively quiet, as the majority of dealers had supplied themselves, 
and until business in the country is fairly resumed and their purchases 
go into consumption, transactions were likely to be upon a restricted 
scale.

Limited supplies of 7 Ibs. led to a good inquiry at an improvement of 
5 cents; 8.4 lbs. asked for at a rise of 2 to3 cents; 9 to 10 Ibs, also 
genera:ly advanced. White Shirtings taken to small extent at an ad- 
vance of about ?5 cents in the lower reeds. T-Clothe: 6 lbs. common 
still scarce and tended upwards ; 7 lbs. in good supply, but fimporters 
not anxious sellers ; Moxicans 6 Ibs. improved, but no sales effected ; 7 
lbs.

Prices showed little change from those current on 
depurture of last English muil, but towards the close holders had shown 
some anxicty to dispose of their stocks, in view of the approaching 
Chinese New Year. The following was the range of prices paid, exdept- 
ing a parcel of Teenaki, of exceptional assortment, at Tls. 56, and a chop 
of Moyune at Tis. 463. Moyune, medium to fine, Tis. 363 to 41;

Local-packed, Tis. 28 to 29. 

FoocHow.—The stock of Congou had become reduced to a very low 
point, and, as the Teas on offer were of poor quulity, there was little or 
no inducement for purchasers to operate. ‘The market had bcen almost 
entirely cleared of Ooloags, and although teamen had becn ready sellers, 
they had succecdel in obtaining previous prices for their stocks. The 
total supply was said to have been received, and was slightly larger than 
was at first expected,

SHANGHAI.—Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.’s Circular says :—Busi- 
ness here has gone on quietly during the fortnight and avgregates at 
the close about 1,000 bales. Quotations can hardly be changed although 
for some lower descriptions, Tls. 5 to 10 may have been conceded by 
dealers anxious to realise before China New Year. A run of Chooping's 
chop has been settled at Tls. 585 for the ‘‘ thirds,” but with bad pro- 
portions of the other numbers; tle Gald Lion Noa. 1 and 2 have also 


been sold at Tle. 560 and Tls. 540. Blue Elephants at Tis. 5374, and: 


Red Peacocks at Tis. 5224. A good many Rereels and Yellow Silks 
have been taken at previous rates; stocks of the latter description are 
rather heavy, and natives are freely offering to ship them on joint ac- 
count with foreigners.

OPENING UP OF WESTERN CHINA. 

Lorp NorTHBRook proceeds to India as Her Mayzsty’s 
representative under the most favourable auspices. It is 
most satisfactory to see practical business men—such as 
formed part of the deputation to his Lordship on the 11th inst. 
—ocome forward and congratulate him on the appointment, 
calling his attention at the same time to the vast interests 
which are now to be committed to his care, foremost among 
which, of course, we place the opening up of the route through 
Burmah to China, which has now engaged the attention of 
successive Governments for these ten years. Lord NorTH- 
BROOK could not better signalise his administrative ability. 
A determined effort to tackle this long vexed and neglected 
matter would certainly yield the most important and satis- 
factory results. It would give such an enormous increase 
to the import of our cotton and woollen wares that Man- 
chester, Bradford, and Leeds would for ever hold in grateful 
remembrance the appointment of Lord NortHprooxk. We 
have over and over again demonstrated the advantages of this 
undertaking, and it is unnecessary to again go over the ground. 
It is well-known to all merchants engaged in the trade with 
China that for want of transit in the unknown and far off 
West, our manufactures are not taken to one tenth of the ex- 
tent that they might be. The tapping of these mighty 
resources is well worthy of the first and best efforts of a 
new GovERNOR GENERAL, and who more likely to have a zest 
and proper appreciation for such an undertaking than a 
Barina? We do therefore most earnestly trust that the 
question will now be vigorously pushed to a conclusion. It 
appears absolutely incredible that English merchants after 
trading with China for over a century should—in thesedevelop- 
ing days of steam and telegraph—be still confined toa few ports 
on the coast as the only means of introducing our manufao- 
tures into that vast Empire, while we have, by the possession 
of India, all the advantages and appliances necessary for 
supplying Yunnan and the other important provinces lying 
between Bengal and Peking. We may also expect a revival 
of the efforts made by Captain Buaxisron to open a trade 
between the Yangztze and India. With proper encou- 
ragement no doubt this could be brought to a practicable 
and profitable conclusion. 











MR. CALDWELL, OF HONG KONG. 

WE are at a loss to understand why Mr. Fow.er, London 
banker and M.P. for Penryn, should trouble himself about 
the appointment of Mr. CaupweLt at Hong Kong. It 
is difficult to see the drift of such a question as he re- 
cently put to the Unper-Secretary for the CoLontes, 
in Parliament. If Mr. Fow.er only knew the amount 
of dirt which has been swallowed in connection with 
this Caupwe.t-Ansrey affair and the Hong Kong Go- 
vernment of that day, he would have spared us the 
infliction of again dragging the matter to light. It seems 
that it has even frightened Mr. Caupwext's own brother 
to put a disclaimer in The Times that he is not the Mr. 
CaLpWELL, fearing, we suppose, that any of the moral 
contamination should be fastened on him. We cannot help 
praising Mn KnatToasuii-Huaessen for the complete answer 
he gave to the question. We certainly compassionate the

right honourable gentleman on his research into that Augean 
stable—Hong Kong affairs in 1858-60—and those who are 
acquainted with the matter will at once see how correctly he 
described the position of Mr. D. R. CaLpwELL—his connec- 
tion and dismissal from the Government service. It must 
have been a most irksome task, but if Mr. Hucessen takes 
similar pains to investigate all matters required to be an- 
swered by him, he is emphatically the right man in the 
right place, as Parliamentary Under-Secretary for the Colo- 
nies, and we can but hope that his colleagues will take a 
lesson from him. 


THE NEGOTIATION OF OUR TREATY WITH JAPAN. 
OUR TROOPS AT YOKOHAMA. 

Ws are glad to see, by a letter (to be found in another 
column) from Sir Hasry Parkes, our Minister in Japan, 
who is now in London, that the manner in which we 
obtained our Treaty relations with Japan has been put in 
a proper light before the members of Parliament and the 
public generally. Mr. Sivcuarr Aytoun may be pardoned 
for concluding that Japan forms no exception to the manner 
in:which most of our Treaties have been obtained—not that it 
has been any disgrace to us, for we contend that on the whole 
we have conferred on the world infinitely more good than 
evil. Our relations with Japan have been singularly felici- 
tous. The consummate pluck and skill of Captain SHzRarp 


Osporn, when he steamed up the Bay of Yedo in his frigate, 


with Lord Exem on board, was unique. Never could the 
motto Veni, vidi, vict, be more appropriately applied than 
to this act. By the tact and wisdom of two or three men, 
this country was saved an immense expenditure, and the 
Japanese also much logs of life and treasure. The success 
of our arms at Peking of course very considerably aided 
Lord Exe in obtaining the peaceful solution of his de- 
mands, but still it required great pluck to make pres- 
tige alone serve all purposes. Mr. Aytoun is quite right 
in questioning the Government as to the English troops 
stationed in Japan. As he suggests, it is a most ex- 
pensive and dangerous process to have to follow up our 
occupation by maintaining a military force on the spot. Of 
course he, like most home economists, looks to the increase 
in our military estimates in consequence, without taking 
into consideration the other side of the account, vis, the 
revenue this country derives from our trade with Japan. 
Some three years since, when nearly the whole of the Ist 
battalion of the 10th Regiment was stationed at Yokohama, 
we remonstrated against such a large force being kept there. 
At the present time the force consists of some 300 marines, 
and the time is fast approaching when these men can be dis- 
pensed with, as it must be understood that we do not reqaire 
any force to protect our treaty rights as against the Japanese 
Government, but against the lawless acts of a certain sect of 
the Japanese people, who still believe in “improving us off 
the face of their land.” 

It is happily, however, every day more apparent that we 
shall steadily improve our position in Japan, and after 
the visit of the distinguished Ministers now on the way from 
Yedo to London, we shall no doubt cease to hear of the 
oppression of Christians or any other unsatisfactory prooeed- 
ings. In reference to this mission, Mr. G. M. Sproat writes 
to The Times from Salt Lake on the 14th Feb. :— 

On my way to England, I am snow-bound at Salt Lake with a number 
of unfortunate railway travellers, among whom are the members of the 
Japanese Embassy. This is, perhaps, the most remarkable Embassy 
which has ever left an Asiatic country. The feudal system has lately 
been abolished in Japan, and the Embassy is sent to America and to 
Europe in order to study what we are accustomed to call “ Western civi- 
lisation.” Different members are instructed to examine the industrial, 
administrative, military, and educational systems of the countries which 
they visit. The party here consists of forty-nine officials, with five 
ladies, and servants and students, making a total of cighty-nine 
persons, all of whom are Japanese. The whole number will not 
go to Europe. The chief personages are of the highest official 
rank in Japan, which, I may remind some of your readers, hes @ 
population of thirty-five millions, who were organised as a nation, 
educated and civilised in many respects, befure England was kaown 
in history. Some favourite theories of our “ advanced political 
thinkers” were published ages ago by Japanese philosophers. The 
Embassy was well received in California, but there was an unseemly 
squabble in the Legislature about some hotel bills. As England is not 
famous for her manner of officially receiving strangers, I write to ask 
you to give timely notice to the public of the intended visit of these 
distinguished Japanese gentlemen, whose mission, I hope, may be useful 
to the world and to Japan. Several members of the Embassy speak 
English well, and their conversation shows them to be men of intelli- 
gence aud culture.

Foreign Intelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorreepau, March 18. 

The Bill rescinding the prohibition against workmen's coalitions has 
at last been discussed by the Second Chamber. The Conservatives 
have talked through no less than four sittings, speaking of the measure 
asa Bill which introduces the Commune; which encourages the Inter- 
nationale ; which incites the workmen to rob and plunder; a Bill which 
will be the downfall of the whole Fatherland! And what does this terrible 
Bill really enact? Only the rescinding of some illiberal stipulations of 
the Code Penal against the coalitions of workmen; as if they were 
not as free as other citizens. Our Constitution grants the right of 
coulition, but oar workmen could not enjoy it. At last it was deter- 
mined that these stipulations should be swept away, and I am happy to 
state that the Bill was carried by thirty-seven votes against thirty-four. 
As an eloquent illustration how superfluous the abolished articles were 
I may state that they were applied only twenty-three times in as many 
years. 

After this important vote Mr. Heemskerk Az was permitted to 
interpellate the Ministry whether there was any Intention of using 
force, in case the Elminois refused to recognise the English Protec- 
torate, when the transfer of our Settlements on the West Coast of Africa 
to Englund is accomplished. I cannot say that our Minister of 
Foreign Affairs has made a favourable impression by his answer. There 
is sumething mysterious, not straightforward, in this Political question. 
OF what value was the answer that the Government did not mean to 
use forcible means any more than England? And why send three men- 
of-war to the coast if there was no intention to use force? I am in- 
deed of opinion that all this shifting, all these evasfons of the Ministry, 
foretell that we shall yet hear some very strange stories from the African 
coast, that most probably there will be a war a@ outrance between the 
ee dry and the Elminois, and a revolt of both these tribes against 

ogland. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department has been interpellated b 
Mr. Mirandolle about the sugar law, and the last stipulations regulating 
the selling of npium. The sugar law dates, as you will remember, from 
June 2let, 1870. The Government culture is regulated by it fora 
number of years; the revenues accruing to the treasury are diminished, 
and the natives are to be indemnified for the disposal of their groand and 
their labour. This law was to be applied by a special notification of the 
Governor-General, and this was published in the Java Courant of the 

27th December last. The working of the measure has not at all satisfled 
the Liberal party. The interests of the sugar-manufacturers were 
secured, the Treasury has had no cause to complain, but the 
interrsts of the natives have been totally neglected. There was, as 
Mr. Mirandolle stated, no question of an anticipated indemnification ; a 
reasonable payment was put entirely aside, and he wished to know the 

- Opinion of the Minister. Mr. van Bosse was very prudent in his answer, 
and he mainly stated that all the reports were not yet in his posses 
sion, so that he was unable to give a complete reply, but he promised 
to publish all the documents when they are received. In a masterly 
and most eloquent speech the regulation of the selling of opium was 
then criticised by Mr. Mirandolle; and it is strange, but nevertheless

The opium question has been under consideration by the 
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that the best system was to sell the smallest possible quantity, for which 
the natives have had to pay enormous prices—the sale of opium being a 
monopoly of the State. It need not to be added thut a great deal has been 
smuggled. The former Minister of the Colonial Department, the same 
who had at first advocated the principle of selling small quantities at high 
prices, abandoned his own policy and favoured, in order to prevent sx ug- 
gling, the introduction of a liberal system ; viz., tv abandon the source of 
millions of revenue, and to augment the consumption of opiuna by 

200 to 300 percent. And Mr. Myer? He, who once called the use of 
opium most injurious and demoralising, followed this plan, in con- 
sequence of which prices have declined to such an extent that the 
use of the drug is enormously increasing. I am happy to state that 
the present Minister of the Cuvlonial Department is inclined to make 

further regulations; and he assured the Chamber that Mr. Loudon 

will endeavour to improve the condition of affairs, The Second Chamber 

have carried by 66 against 1 vote, a Bill inflicting penalties for destroy- 

ing vessels, the crime of barratry. 

Tt has created much disappointment that the Chamber will not deal 
with the proposal (o levy an income-tax before the Easter recess. It 
seems indeed that the Minister of Finance is afraid to bring the Bill 
under discussion. The War Minister has made some alterations in the 
Bill for the re-organisation of the militia, It is very strange that this 
occurred a few days after he had declared that he was not yet ready 
with it. This Bill could now be examined in the sections, but the 
Chamber has rejected a proposal to do so; the reason being that the 
members wish to be acquainted with the whole re-organisation scheme 
before giviny an opinion about a detail of it. 

I am glad to send you favourable news about the new waterway from 
Rotterdam to the North Sea. After very contradictory reports being 
spread about the undertaking, it is now certain that steamers have tra- 
versed the canal, so that there is indeed much chance that ina short time 
East Indiamen will find water enough to pass. With regard to the 
Amsterdam sea canal I have to mention that a Bill has been laid before 
Parliament to guarantee the payment of an interest of 44 per cent. 
upon a loan of five and a half millions of guilders, on behalf of the 
Amsterdam Canal Company. It is hoped that this amount will com- 
plete the new canal. 

The provincial States of Utrecht have elected {member of the First 
Chamber of the States General Mr. W. Baron van Golstein, ex member 
of the Second Chamber. 

The Count de Chambord has left our country, after having stayed a 
couple of weeks at Breda, The population did not take the least notice 
of him, notwithstanding the clerical papers did all they could to present 
him as a martyr. He has left for Cologne, and will proceed from there 
to Frohedorf. 

Rumours are again in circulation that the Secretary-General of the 
Department of War will be released from his duties. The report is, 
however, positively contradicted by the Utrechtsche Courant. 

The whole country is making preparations for the national festival 
on the Ist of April. The King will lay the foundation stone of the 
monument of the Brielle. 

De Vletter, the Rotterdam seditionary, has returned here, having 
been released from further imprisonment. His health is very bad. 

In a few days some of the jewels of the Empress Bugenie, of France, 
will be sold at Amsterdam, 

As evidence of the very high value of the old Japan vases, which are 
to be found in our country in large number, it is stated by a provincial 
paper that not less than 400 guilders have been paid for a couple of 
them. Of course they are Englishmen who pay these high prices.

Mr. A. Russel Wallace's account of the Malay Archipelago, 
published by Macmillan and Co., has reached a third edition—a 
well merited tribute to its merits. As most of our readers are 
probably aware, Mr. Wallace divides the Archivelage into five 
groups of islands—the Malay Peninsula (with Singapore. Borneo, 
Java, and Sumatra); the ‘limor Group; the Celebes: the Mo- 
luccan Group ; and the Papuan Group. The book abuunds with 
interesting matter, especially for the natural historian, the ethno- 
logist, and the botanist. 

Art is admirable this month. “ William Hogarth ” is alone 
worth the price of the number—though we think it would have 
been in better taste if the letter-press had referred the reader to 
Dr. Truster’s ‘‘ Hogarth Moralised,” rather than its faint reflex by 
Mr. Sala. ‘ Titania Sleeping.” from a bas relief by F. M. Miller, 
is a very beautiful study, but as little like a fairy as we can 
imagine. ‘The Little Devil’s Bridge at Altorf,” from I. M. W. 
Turner, is 2 good example of that artist's beauties and exaggera- 
tions. ‘ Deeply Interested” is the portrait of a very beautiful 
woman, who would probably be more capable of being interested 
in something better than a nosegay, if she were a little more in- 
tellectual. The monthly part likewise comprises a ‘* Madonna and 
Angels,” after Titian, and a view of the New Law Courts, from a 
drawing by Mr. Street. Altogether it is the best number yet pro- 
duced. 

The Chronicle and Directory for China,Japan,and the Philippines 
for 1872, just issued from the Daily Press office, Hong Kong, isa 
most valuable work, which we trust will meet with the large sale 
that must be necessary to remunerate the proprietors for the great 
outlay required in its preparation. Several highly acceptable ad- 
ditions which were made to the usual contents of the preceding edi- 
tions, such as maps of Ilong Kong, Japan, and the Coast of China ; 
the coloured code of signals used at the Peak; and a plate, also 
coloured, «f private house flags are continued and elaborated. A 
statistical account cf the Chinese Empire and various treaties and 
ordivances also contribute greatly to the value of the volume. 
The Saigon Directory, which was discontinued in last year’s Di- 
rectory, has been revived in view of the increasing importance of 
that Colony. ‘The London agent for the ‘‘ Chronicle and Direc- 
tory” is Mr. F. Algar, of Clement’s-lane.

BRITISH TROOPS IN JAPAN. 

The following letter from Sir Harry Parkes has appeared in Zhe 
Times :— 

Sir,—I learn that in the course of his speech in the House on the 
previous evening on the subject of British troops in Japan, Mr. Sin- 
clair Aytoun is reported to have said that when Lord Elsin proceeded 
to Japan in 1858 he was accompanied by a floet, and that the treaty 
which he concluded was, in Mr. Aytoun’s opinion, “exacted under 
pressure, in the presence of an overwhelming force.” As these asser- 
tions are calculated to convey to those who are not familiar with the 
subject an entirely crroncous impression ag to the circumstances under 
which our treaty intercourse with Japan was inaugurated, I beg -o 
Mention that when Lord Elgin visited that country in 1858 he was 
accompanied by only two ships of war, that his stay at Yedo was 
limited to a fortnight, and that owing to the good feeling which then 
prevailed, and which characterised the communications on both sides, 
he succeeded in concluding during that short interval a treaty whioh 
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had for its sole object the establishment of friendly relations and of 
a mutually profitable commerce. Mr. Aytoun has probably mistaken 
the earlier proceedings of Commodore Perry for those of Lord Elgin. 
In 1854, as is well known, that distinguished officer negotiated the 
firat treaty concluded by Japan with a Western Power, and on that 
occasion the United States’ Government deemed it desirable to sup- 
port their Envoy with a powerful fleet. 

The following letter referring to Sir Harry Parkea’s statements 
has also appeared in The Times, with the signature “ John China- 
man. Sir,—'‘ The contradiction by Sir Harry Parkes, published in 
your issue of the 12th inst., to the remarks made in the House by Mr. 
Sinclair Aytouo on the subject of British troops in Japan, correctly 
describes the actual circumstances under which Lord Elgin visited 
that country in 1858. But your correspondent seems to have forgotten 
that the roar of the salutes which heralded the conclusion of the 
Treaty of ‘Tientsin had scarcely died away before American 
men-of-war left the scene of action, and, steaming across to 
Japan with the news of the capture of the Taku forts, and 
the compulsory Treaty entered into with China, supported their 
Consul in utilising the echoes of our cannonade by exacting 
similar concessions from the Japanese, a precedent which Lord Elgin 
found little difficulty in availing himself of, with an army and fleet 
known to be within hailing distance on the coast of China. Surely 
Sir Harry Parkes would not have the world believe that Lord Elgin’s 
success in Japan would have been as immediate and as complete as 
it was had his appliances been confined to the two ships of war which 
actually accompanied him, or had not the tidings of his successfal 
campaign in China immediately preceded him. The Japanese are 
doing wonders at this moment in the way of national and social reform, 
but [ scarcely think they deserve credit for having become willing 
converts to it so far back ag 1858.” 


RUSSIA AND CHINA. 

The St. Petersburg Correspondent of the Morning Post communi- 
cates the following intelligence: — i 

Since the despatch of my last letter news has arrived from Tarke- 
stan which, if reliable, is of momentous importance. According te 
the Tashkent correspondent of the Bourse Gazette the Doungan 
insurgents of Western China, now waging open war with the Chinese 
Government, have attempted to strengthen themselves by an alliance 
with Yakoub Beg, the able and enterprising Sovereign of Kashgar, 
who bids fair to become the Mehemet Ali of Central Asia, without 
the political disadvantages which proved fatal to his great prototype. 
The combined Doungan and Kashgarian forces have defeated the Chi- 
nese in two great battles, driven them from the line of the Tien-shan, 
and become, for the time being, undisputed masters of the territory 
bordered by the western chain; while the insurgents, victorious thus 
far, are concentrating a force of 30,000 men upon the frontier of the 
neutral ground, in order to guard against any offensive movement on 
the part of Russia. This is a very unexpected complication. Ya- 
koub Beg, an able general, a veteran statesman, a powerful! ruler, 
with the whole resources of a large and wealthy Principality 
at his command, is just the man to become a formidable neu- 
tral or a dangerous enemy, and it is naturally rather annoying to 
Russia to eee this unlooked-for deus ex machina coolly usurping the 
role which she undoubtedly intended to play sooner or later—viz., to 
“ protect" the rebels against China by swallowing them whole herself. 
How is this new emergency to be met? Will she attempt to bear 
down Yakoub Beg by sheer force, or (ag is much more probable) to 
outwit him by subtle diplomacy? Time will show ; but, at all events, 
it is pretty clear that, between the Sultan of Kashgar on one side, and 
the Russian Government on the other, the Doungans are in a fair 
way to be “ civilised” off the face of the earth. This is one of the 
phenomena which make me wish that some veteran Minister woald 
devote hia leisure to the compilation of a political dictionary con- 
taining all the new diplomatic euphemiams now in use. France sud- 
denly attucks Germany, and announces herself as ‘resisting unjust 
aggression.” Germany runs off with everything worth stealing in 
France, and calls it ‘levying contributions.” Austria gets together 
several hundred thousand men, and says that she does so “‘ to pre- 
serve peace.” Russia knocks several thousand men on the head, 
sends three or four kings flying off their thrones, pockets half-a-dozen 
provinces, and styles these energetic amusements “a miasion of civi- 
ligation.” 


TEA AND COFFEE DUTIES IN THE UNITED STATES, 

A decided difference of opinion still exis:s among the importers and 
dealers in tea and coffee regarding the proposed removal of the duties 
on those articles, according to the Bill now pending in Congress. At 
a meeting of the Board of Trade, as stated in our last issue, a petition 
was drawn up, to be sent to Congress, urging that body to be quick in 
its action, inasmuch as delay paralysed trade, and aloo that any action, 
whatever it might be, should be made immediately operative. This 
petition was only adopted after a lengthy discussion, for many of tho 
members present held that the rapid depreciation in the value of stocks, 
caused by a sudden abatement of duties, would prove ruinous to many. 
The importers, who have their goods in bond, and only pay the duties 
and withdraw them when they are required, are of the opinion that the 
trade would bo benefited by immediate action. They hold that the 
Present uncertainty regarding what may be done has a very depressing 
influence, which wonld only be continucd if any time is allowed between 
the pasaage of the Act and its ultimate operation. The grocers, on the 
other hand, contend that most of them at present have heavy stocks on 
hand, upon which the duties are paid, and that even @ partial abatement 
of the tariff would entail upon them a heavy loss. They al-o ask that 
Congress take prompt action, but that at least ninety days shall bo 
allowed to intervene between the passage of the Act and the time it 
shall take effect. Agreeably to these opinions the grocers have prepared 
a separate petition, in which they urge that any sudden action would be 
to the advantage of a few at the expense of the many. This second 
petition states that the one adopted by the Board of Trade representa 
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only the importers of New York, Baltimore, Boston, and New Orleans, { Washington, inclading the entiré portion of the building known ag 


whereas theirs has a national character, as it represents the grocery 
trade of the whole country. 


RECEPTION OF THE JAPANESE EMBASSY BY THE 
PRESIDENT. 

The Japanese Embassy have reached Washington, and on the 4th 
inst. the principal members, ten in number, were presented to the 
President. There were present the members of the Congressional 
Committees on Foreign Relations and Foreign Affairs, all the members 
of the Cabinet, and the heads of bureaus in the several Departments. 
Vice-President Colfax, Speaker Blaine, and Minister Delong were also 

resent. Soon after noon the Ambassadors, accompanied by the 
Tapances Charge d’Affuires, Mr. Mori, arrived at the Executive Man- 
sion. They were in complete court costume, of purple underskirts and 
rich black silk overskirts reaching to the knee, finely decorated. 
There were some variations in the costumes according to rank, the 
difference being more particularly noticeable in the style of hats worn 
by the officials. Each carried a heavy sword. They entered the White 
Hease according to their rank, and were met by Secretary Fish, by 
whom, after salutations were exchanged, they were eacorted into the 
east room, and their credentials presented to the President. Iwakura 
addressed the President as follows:— 

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, our august Sovereign, has 
sought, since the achievement of our national reconstruction, to ob- 
tain 8 perfect organization in the administrative power of his govern- 
ment. He has studied with interest the results attained by Western 
pations. Having a sincere desire to establish permanent and friendly 
relations with foreign Powers ona still closer footing, he has com- 
mirsioned us, his Ambassadors Extraordinary, to all Powera having 
treaties with Japan. Upon the soil of your country we firat present 
our credentials, delivering to you personally the letter of our august 
Sovereign at this public official audience. The objects of the mission with 
which we are charged by our Government are somewhat set forth in this 
letter. We are authorised to consult with your Government on all inter- 
national questions, directing our efforts to promote and develop wide 
commercial relations, and draw into closer bonds the strong friendship 
already existing between our respective peoples. Thus we hope to gain 
fresh impulse in the paths of progress, gaining good from every form of 
civilisation. This we shall aim to do while in the exercise of strict in- 
tegrity to our own national interests, so trustingly confided to us by a 
‘generous Sovereign, and shall earnestly hope to receive your kind co- 
operation in facilitating the task assigned us byour Goverament. We 
gladly avail ourselves of this happy meeting to convey personally to 

our Excellency our sincere wishes for your aentinued prosperity and 
Linniness, and as national representatives we extend the same wish to 
all the people of the United States. ; 
. The President responded as follows :—Gentlemen, I am gratified 
that this country and that my Administration will be distinguished in 
history as the first which hag received an Embassy from the nation 
With which the United States were the first to establish diplomatic 
and commercial intercourse. The objects which you say have given 
rise to your mission do honour to the intelligence and wisiom of your 
Sovereign, and refleet credit on you in having been chosen as the 
instruments for carrying them into effect. The time must be regarded 
a8 gone, never to return, when any nation can keep apart from all 
others and expect to enjoy the prosperity and happiness which depend 
more or leas upon the mutual adoption of improvements, not only in 
the science of government, but in those other sciences and arts which 
contribute to the dignity of mankind and to national wealth and 
power. Though Japan is one of the most ancient of organised 
communities, and the United States rank among the most re- 
cent, we flatter ourselves that we have made some improvements 
upon the political institutions of the nations from Jwhom we are 
descended. Our experience leads us to believe that the wealth, the 
power, and the happiness of a people are advanced by their encourage- 
ment of trade and commercial intercourse with other Powers; by the 
elevation and dignity of labour ; by the practical adaptation of science 
to the manufactures and the arts ; by increased facilities of frequent 
and rapid communication between different parts of the country ; by 
the encouragement of emigration, which brings with it the varied 
habits and diverse genius and industry of other lands; by a free press; 
by freedom of thought and of conscience, and a liberal toleration in 
matters of religion, not only to citizens, but to all foreigners resident 
among us. It will be a pleasure to us to enter upon that consultation 
upon international questions in which you say you are authorised to 
engage. The improvement of the commercial relations between our 
respective countries is important and desirable, and cannot fail to 
strengthen the bonds which unite us. I will beartily co-operate in so 
desirable an object. Your kind wishes for me pormoneily gentlemen, 
are cordially reciprocated. I trust that your abode with us may be 
agreeable to you, and may contribute to a more intimate acquaintance 
and intercourse between our respective peoples. 

At the conclusion of these ceremonies the gentlemen who were with 
the President were introduced to the Ambassadors, bowing but not 
shaking hands. The members of the Embassy were then introduced 
to the ladies of the Executive Mansion and of the Cabinet officers’ 
families, together with others who had been invited to be present. 
President Grant, with Iwakura on his arm, led the way, followed by 
the Cabinet officers escorting the other members of the Embassy. 

'_ At a subsequent period af the day the Japanese held 9 reception at 
their hotel, when they were visited by nearly all the foreign legations, 
Vice-President Colfax and Speaker Blaine, alt the Cabinet officers, 
and several Senators and Representatives. In the evening the Hos. 
‘, James Brooks, of New York, gave a reception to the Ambassadors, 
which was largely attended. The Japanese entered socially into con- 
versation, and expressed themselves delighted with the reception 
everywhere extended to them. At the supper-table cordial speeches 
were made by Mr. Brooks, Iwakura, Mr. Banks, Kido, Ito, Mr. De 
Long, and others. 
The Embassy occupies about fifty rooms of the Arlington Hotel at 
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the Johnson House, and two entire buildings on the opposite side of 
the avenue. 
CALIFORNIAN SILK. 

A. New York commercial newspaper states that the California Silk 
Man facturing Company of South San Francisco ha-e been fur a con- 
siderable time past engaged in the successful manufacture of sewing 
silk, and their example shows what might be done In the larger field of 
this industry. Last year they used twenty bales, or 2,000 Ibs, of raw 
silk, Of this only a fourth part, or 500 lbs., was Californian silk, but 
the company purchased all there was in the market. The balance was 
Chinese und Japanese raw silk, 1,000 Ibs., or one-half of the whole 
amount used, being obtained from China, while 500 lbs., or an amount 
similar to that purchased in this State, was obtained from Japan: The 
California silk was much superior to all the rest and commanded a high 
price. California No. 1, one grade brought $9 per Ib.; China, three 
grades brought, No. 3, Canton, $4; No.1, from $4 to 7 per lb., and the 
brand known as Tsatlee, $8} per lb., while one grade of Japanese, the 
only one in the market, brought only $6 per lb. The Union Pacific 
Manufacturing Company—we learn from the same journal—has fled 
articles of incorporation and will soon begin the manufacture of all 
Kinds of ribbons, piece silks, trimmings, and silk goods generally in 
San Francisco. Capital stock $100,000. 


PACIFIC MAIL SERVICE. 

A Postal Committee of the Senate have reported in favour of doubling 
the Pacific steamship service at the existing monthly rate, with a proviso 
that the ships hereafter constructed shall he of 4,000 tons or more. 
“ Thisaction(saysthe New York Mercantile Gazette), concurrent with the 
probable appropriation of the half-million excess of the Chinese indem- 
nity to founding an American college at Peking, the not remote Pacific 
cable, the steamship line to Australia and other contemplated movements 
there, promises to materially develop our general business. The struggle 
that is made by the Peninsular and Oriental and other existing lines of 
travel via Cape Good Hope and the Suez Canal, with probable further- 
auce, at no great future, by other Asiatic railways, seem to indicate the 
expediency of having a better class of ships than those now running.” 
The Committee sybmit an estimate that in 1875 the Pacife Railroad will 
bring between 45,000,000 and 50,600,000 Ib. of tea, 25,000 bales of silk, 
and $5,000,000 worth of silk-worms—freigbt which will pay the road at 
least $1,000,000 in coin. : 


Apmreat Sm James Scorr, K.C.B.. died on the 8th inst. He entered 
the navy in 1803 ; became lieutenant in 1809; commander, 1814; 
captain, 1828; rear-admiral, 1854 ; vice-admiral, 1861 ; admiral, 1865; 
and was forced to retire by the compulsory measure of 1866. He served 
with distinction in the French, American, and Chinese wars; was 
wounded at the reduction of Martinique; and was present at Wal- 
cheren, the capture of Washington, and at the battles of Bladensbarg 
and Baltimore, besides numerous engagements between the years 1812 
and 1814. He commanded a division of a squadron in China, and in 
a series of operations from Macao to Canton destroyed five forts and 
captured 115 pieces of artillery and nine war junks, Sir James had 
been in upwards of a hundred different successful engagements, and 
gained every step in the service up to the rank of captain by war 
services. He was recommended twenty times and gazetted nine times, 
received the naval and army war medals and the Chinese medals ; also 
the thanks of both Houses of Parliament. He was nominated C.B. in 
1841, and created K.C.B. in 1862. 5 


Ir will be remembered that in January last Mr. Herbert Lau- 
rance delivered a lecture at the Alexandra Hall, Blackheath, on 
“ China and the Chinese.” So successful was Mr. Laurance in interest- 
ing his hearers, that he was induced to repeat the lecture on Thursday 
last at the same place. There was a good attendance, and as on the 
former occasion the aid of dissolving views was employed to assist the 
lecturer in presenting his audience with an idea of the manners and 
customs of the Celestials. 


Amon the passengers to Penang by the P. and O. steamer Malia, 
which left Southampton on the 14th was Captain Speedy, superin- 
tendent of police, Penang, who had charge of the son of King Theo- 
dore, of Abyssinia. Just before the vessel started a Queen’s mes- 
senger arrived on board with a packet from the Queen for Captain 
Speedy. Jt contained a handsome gold watch and chain. On the 
watch was engraved ‘To Captain Speedy, from Victoria BR.”

Among the gentlemen presented at the levée was Mr. Adolphua A. 
Annesley, Her Majesty's viee-congul at Hiogo and Osaka. 


M. DEGEOFFROY, the new Minister of France in China, has been mar- 
ried at Rome to Miss Riggs, of Washington, U.S. The newly-married 
couple have been received at the Vatican, and left Rome on the 12th 
inst. to embark at Brindisi for China.

last year.
